Burns, pieiccd by the shafts 
of detraction, died at the age of thirty-seven. 
Tho, genial and loving John Wilson, when a 
candidate for the University chair, was pro- 
el, limed a domestic and a social tyrant. 
The 


Etuick Shepherd was charged with ingratitude, 
an olfence of which he was incapable. 


William (led, Ihe luvuntcr of stereotyping, 


was a Scotsman. He was a jeweller in lidiu- 
burg. So long as be adhered tc his original 
vocation he vv;is pel-milled to prosper. -When 
he ventui-ed U» exercise his iiigcnuitv by facili- 
tating tho printers art, he was doomed. On 
his m.tkiim known his discovoi.v of block print- 
ing, the trade deemed Iheir craft, in danger, anil 
'ormed a combination for his destruction. Mas- 
ter printers, journeymen, ami apprentices uni- 
ted against him as a common enemy; they 
loaded him with invectives: they reproached 
him with ignorance and assumption. The ar- 
row of calumny hit him on all sides. 
Who 


could long withstand such an array of hostili- 
ties? Poor <>ed, who ought to have made a 
fortune by bis discovery, sunk under the load 
of persecution, and died of a broken heart.

Few are avvnve that the inventoi 
vviis a Scottish clergyman. Who IMS boiud o 
Mr. A. J. Forsyth,'minister of Ilclhnlvio ? Hi 
name is scarcely known even to men of science , 
in the catalogue of discoverers it is unrecorded 
Modest and uupietcnding in his scientific pur- 
suits, and abundantly faithful in discharging 
the duties of his sacred olllce, Mr. Forsyth es- 
caped personal reproach, but was gently con- 
siglied to the Lethe of oblivion. 


James Watt possessed an aspirins nature, 


vvhich oppiessiou might vex but unild not sub- 
due.

labors. 


The personal history of Michael Stirling, a 


Those who were more sffuujjly 
oppost'd-tO'hie views eiidcavored lo cause him 
annoyance iu llie pe.iioruia.iiee.of his scholastic 
duties.. This was accomplished. Mr. Mudio 
resigne'ii his uflice,, a ltd prncco'Jcd lo London.

NEW YORK, February 18,1874. 


EDITOR GAZETTE :—Night before last Copp- 


er Institute was crowded to overflowing by an 
enlightened audience to hear tlie storiet of the 
Nortliern Sea fmm the lips of the survivors of 
tlie Polaris expedition to the North Pole. Many 
wendnl their way to the Institute hall to see a 
lire Esquimaux and observe tlie peculiar relies 
of that famous land, so cold and fiigid and mys- 
terious to us of a warmer clime. 


The reception was given by the American 


Geographical Society, and the interesting re- 
marks by Buddington Tyson and Dr. Hayes 
were listened to with deepinterest. The meet- 
ing was presided over by Chief Justice Daly, 
and the Secretary readier a large number of 
those who were honored by a membership; the 
President then male a few remirks upon the 
object of the meeting, staling that it was their 
duty as a society and also a duty of the people 
at large lo greet tlie hardy adventurers in behalf 
of science in a public manner, showing tlieir 
appreciation of the danger and hardship these 
men had undergone, and especially was the 
audience moved when he spoke briefly upon the 
wonderful escape and salvation of at least a 
portion of them. When they thought of the 
fact that nineteen persons in all, men, women 
and children, floated in the claik upon a cake of 
ice from 80° to SB" north latitude, from October 
15th to May 1st—194 days or six and a hall 
month;—being at one time reduced lo a single 
buscuit apiece and a small portion of ground 
dried beef, and yet escaping death, it presents a 
case tliat is unparalleled in the history, of hu- 
man distress .ind exposure. Nothing, except 
the expeditions of Dr. Kline and Sir John 
Franklin hud equalled it in point of exploration. 


• The appearance of Esquimaux Joe and Ilau- 
nah and the child added much to the interest o 
tlie occasion; au Esquimaux sledge and some 
ttappings used in the explorations towards the 
North Pole were also exhibited. I append the 
remarks of Dr. Hayes that the readers of the 
UAZKTTE may have :i full account from an eye 
witness to those frigid ssenes.

In UM rang* of mountains In Western North 


Caiolinu, ktio»n as the "Fork Kange," a most 
sin«ular phenomenon exists. It Is a breathing 
sane. In the Summer months a current of air 
comes form it. so strongly that a person cannot 
walk against it, while in the Winter the suction 
is just as gra.it. The cool air from the moun- 
tain in the summer is fplt for miles, In a direct 
line from the mouth of the cave. At times a 
mcwt unpleasant odor is emitted upon the cur- 
rent from dead carcasses of animals slicked m 
and killed by tlio violence. The loss of caltle 
and stock in that section In winter n accounted 
foi In this way: They rangp too near the 
mouth of the cave, and the current carries them 
in. At times when the change from inhalation 
to exhalation begins, the air i» filled with various 
hairs of annniils; not unfrcquontly bones and 
whole carcassci are seen miles from tho place. 
The air lias been known to change materially 
in temperature during exhalation, from quite 
cool to pleasantly hot, withering vegetation 
within reach, and accompanied by a terrible 
miring, gurgling sound, as a pot boiling. It is 
unaccounted for by scientific men wholiave ex- 
amined it, though no exploration can take place. 
It h feared by many that a lolcanle eruption 
may break forth tlrere seine time. Such things 
have occurred in places as little xinexpected.
